But her lawyers claim it was not premeditated and believe she should face punishment for manslaughter 
and yesterday she went on trial at Maidstone Crown Court accused of Karen's murder. 

The jury was told Phobe stabbed her sister 27 times with such ferocity that she cut clean through her 
ribcage. 

The jury was also told Phobe was devastated after her daughter died in a car accident a year before 
she killed her sister.

A KILLER who admitted stabbing 
her sister to death in Chartham 
has denied murder, a court has heard. 

The trial of Phoebe Barton, 50, opened on 
Monday. She stands accused of murdering 
Karen Barton, 51, in Pickett’s Field in May 2009, 
close to Highland Road where the sisters lived. 

The jury heard Phoebe Barton, dressed in a 
grey tracksuit with her grey hair in a bun, 
plead guilty to the charge of manslaughter. 

Crown prosecution barrister Jonathan Higgs 
opened the case before judge Jeremy Carey. He 
described how a couple, Faith and Alan Stone, 
discovered Karen’s body lying on the grass at 
12.30pm on May 9 and called police. 

The court heard Phoebe had stabbed Karen 
27 times with a kitchen knife, with such feroc¬ 
ity that she had cut clean through her rib cage. 

Mr Higgs said: “That Phoebe Barton unlaw¬ 
fully caused her sister’s death is not in dispute. 
This was a repeated and sustained attack 
principally to the back not to the front. Nobody 
is claiming this was self defence.” 

Outlining the events leading up to Karen’s 
death, Mr Higgs said Karen Barton and her 
daughter Katie had lived with Phoebe and her 
daughter Rachel in Highland Road in 
Chartham, until Rachel was tragically killed 
in a car crash on May 27, 2008, aged just 33. 

He said: “Phoebe was devastated. This cer¬ 
tainly seems to have been a very significant 
factor. After this Phoebe began to drink exces¬ 
sively and show eccentric behaviour. 

“She took all her daughter’s possessions, 
including cars, to a wood and set fire to them.”

to a wood and set fire to them.” 

The court heard how, in the run up 
to the anniversary of her daughter’s 
death, Phoebe Barton had caused 
tensions with her sister by surren¬ 
dering the lease on the house they 
shared, and the two had been argu¬ 
ing for several weeks as they were 
due to move out that weekend. 

That weekend Karen’s daughter 
Katie had taken Phoebe to visit her 
daughter’s grave for the first time, at 
which point Phoebe had said: “It will 
all be over by Monday.” 

The prosecution barrister outlined 


A fight broke out 

Phoebe Barton’s account of events. 
He said Phoebe told police she was 
drunk, and had been sitting on a log 
sharing a cigarette with her sister when 
Karen had said Phoebe should be 
getting over the death of her daughter. 

According to the defendant a fight 
started and Karen pulled out Phoebe’s 
hair and punched her in the head. 

Phoebe then shouted: “Don’t you 
****i n g punch me !” an d retaliated. 

Her sister was on the ground when 
Phoebe reached into her bag and 


pulled out the kitchen knife she 
claims she habitually carried. She 
said: “I’ve had enough of you,” and 
stabbed her sister to death. 

According to Mr Higgs, Phoebe 
then threw the knife into the bushes 
and went home, leaving a trail of 
blood spots along a road. 

But Phoebe Barton then went 
missing for several days. She was 
found and arrested by police at 9pm 
on May 13, while apparently casual¬ 
ly walking up Taylor’s Hill into 
neighbouring village Chilham. She 
admitted killing Karen immediately. 

The case continues.

Fire station tribute 
to Blitz veteran Bert 
on 100th birthday

A CENTENARIAN who 
tackled blazes in the city 
during World War Two will 
visit Canterbury fire station 
today (Wednesday) to mark 
his 100th birthday 

Bert Brissenden was born in 
Ashford and spent his early years in 
the town, but later moved to 
Canterbury and has lived in the city 
ever since. He enlisted with the 
Auxilliary Fire Service in 1935. 

Mr Brissenden spent his war years 
fighting fires in Canterbury and 
London, including during the Blitz 
and the devastating Baedeker raids 
on Canterbury in 1942. 

He said: “intelligence knew the 
raids on Canterbury were coming, so 
we got ready and waited. When the 
bombers came it was awful - it was a 
terrible night.” 

Being a fireman during the war 
was tough, said Mr Brissenden: “The 
hours were very long and we didn’t 
get much pay.” 

Mr Brissenden, who turned 100 on 
Monday, stayed on as a full-time fire¬ 
fighter until 1946 and as a retained 
fireman until 1963, while working for 


the East Kent Road Company as a 
driver and instructor. 

The veteran will celebrate his 
birthday with firefighters from blue 
watch who will present him with a 
commemorative tankard, a book doc¬ 
umenting 50 years of Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service, and a plaque. 

He will receive his presents from 
the watch’s youngest fireman, Rob 
Newman, as well as area manager 
Andy Merriman and members of the 
brigade’s retirement association. 

Mr Merriman said: “It’s a real hon¬ 
our to be able to celebrate Bert’s 
milestone with him. The station he 
served at was in Old Dover Road and 
has been replaced, so it’ll be a pleas¬ 
ure to show Bert round our current 
station. Crews will be putting on a 


demonstration for him, too.” 

Mr Brissenden has fond memories 
of his firefighting days. He said: 
“There was such a sense of comrade¬ 
ship and we were very healthy. We 
adopted a stray dog at the station 
and called it Strike. As soon as the 
bells rang for a shout, the dog would 
be first on the fire appliance.” 

But the story ended in tragedy. He 
said: ‘We were called to a fire at 
Johnson’s Tyres. As usual, Strike was 
the first to get off the engine, but ran 
straight into the path of a rolling 
burning tyre and was killed. There 
wasn’t a dry eye among the men that 
night.” 

And Mr Brissenden’s secret for 
reaching such a grand old age? 
“Living in moderation,” he said.

insists wife of sex pest coach

THE wife of the top Olympic fenc¬ 
ing coach banned from working 
with children after giving 'special 
massages’ to his female students 
says she will not divorce him. 

Paul Romang, 59, who founded Canterbury 
Fencing Club and taught across Kent,was sen¬ 
tenced last week after being found guilty of 
using his position of trust to indecently assault 
a 16-year-old girl staying at his home. 

Joy Romang, 55, his wife of 27 years, said she 
still believed her husband was the victim of a 
“stitch-up”. 

At the couple’s home in Broadstairs she said 
her husband had been made “a scapegoat”. 

This was despite Judge Adele Williams say¬ 
ing there was “clear and compelling” evidence 
he had used his position of trust to get sexual 
favours from his pupils. 

Mrs Romang was called to give evidence 
during the six-day trial at Canterbury Crown 
Court, which also heard from three of the top 
coach’s former female students, aged between 
16 and 18. 

One girl told how he crept into her room 
while she was staying at his home the night 
before a tournament. He had offered her a 
massage, then removed her bra and touched 
her buttocks. 

The scared girl asked him to stop. She told 


her mother which resulted in Romang’s arrest. 
The court heard the talented teenager had 
quit fencing after the incident. 

Detectives traced two other former students 
who gave evidence against Romang and told 
the jury how he accompanied them on foreign 
trips where he offered special massages and gifts. 


The coach, who had also taught at The Kings 
School in Canterbury, was found guilty of the 
single charge which became law in 2000 after 
concerns about teacher-pupil relationships. He 
now wears a tag and is banned from working 
with under-18s. 

He was sentenced to a two-year supervision 


g order and put under curfew for three months, 
i Yet Mrs Romang insists her husband is not 
j the sexual predator he is made out to be. 

§ Mrs Romang said: “At 59 with a heart prob- 
§ lem and on so many drugs he falls asleep most 
§z of the time - he isn’t interested in anything 
§ like that. 

^ “He just fits the stereotype - middle aged 
r " man and young girl. He never stood a chance.” 

Mrs Romang says she first heard about the 
allegations on March 20, 2008, when police 
turned up at the family house where they 
have lived for the last 19 years. 

“I couldn’t believe it. I thought, no it’s a joke. 
It was so surreal. I didn’t have time to talk to 
him. They just took him.” 

Mrs Romang says she has gone over and 
over every detail with her husband. 

“We’ve had the rows, tears and accusations 
and if I was in any doubt he would be gone. In 
the cold light of day I’m 100 per cent sure he 
did not do it.” 

Mrs Romang said: ‘We always had people 
staying in the house - students, coaches, 
young men and women. There’s never been an 
inkling of anything like this.” 

Mrs Romang says although she did some¬ 
times worry about her husband being around 
so many young women she never believed he 
would be unfaithful. 

The couple now plan to appeal against the 
sentence and Mr Romang is to undergo a lie 
detector test. 

Mrs Romang added: “He’ll never get a job 
now. No one is going to employ him. He hasn’t 
worked for two years.” 

Mr Romang now plans to blow the lid on Brit¬ 
ish fencing and is writing a warts-and-all book. 


MP slams 'joke' rail 
service for price hike 


Drying clothes 
catch alight 

A POTENTIALLY devastating blaze 
was started when a clothes-drying 
rack collapsed into a gas fire. 

A family in Westmeads Road, 
Whitstable, had to call 999 on 
Wednesday, November 24, when 
the fire got out of control. 

When the couple and their child 
discovered the fire they tried to put 
it out by stamping on the burning 
clothes that had fallen onto the gas 
fire. But this made the fire worse 
and created thick, acrid smoke. 

The family then escaped, closing 
internal doors behind them to stop 
the fire from spreading. 

When fire crews from Heme Bay 
and Whitstable arrived they entered 
the burning house using breathing 
apparatus. They put out the fire 
and then cleared the building of 
smoke using high-powered fans. 

Whitstable watch manager Nick 
Salt said: “Although we would 
never recommend tackling a fire 
yourself, the occupants acted quick¬ 
ly when they discovered the fire. It 
was contained just by closing the 
doors in the property. 

“However, I cannot over-empha- 
sise the importance of never leaving 
clothes near a fire. It only takes a 
few minutes for a small fire to 
develop into a life-threatening blaze.” 

Afterwards, firemen found the 
family s mains-powered smoke 
alarms were faulty, so they fitted 
battery alarms instead. 


INFLATION-busting rail fair 
increases have been branded “an 
absolute disgrace” by Heme Bay MP 
Roger Gale. 

Rail franchise weekly and annual 
season tickets between Canterbury 
and London will go up nearly 13 per 
cent next year, and the same tickets 
to Heme Bay and Whitstable by eight 
to nine per cent. 

Mr Gale said: “This is an absolute 
disgrace. As far as I am concerned 
they can kiss goodbye to a franchise 
renewal. For the fourth year running 
my constituents will be paying more 
for less. 

“Network Rail’s upgrading of sig¬ 
nalling and point is way behind 
schedule and no improvements are as 
yet planned for the line between 
Ashford and Thanet. 

“Southeastern’s fast link is a bad 
joke so far as commuters are con¬ 
cerned as door-to-door journey times 
now take longer and cost more than 
ever. Why should people have to pay 
to subsidise a service that does not 
serve their needs? 

“It is wholly unacceptable. We are 
living in Dick Turpin territory.” 

But a spokesman from South¬ 
eastern rail company said its govern¬ 
ment contract says it must increase 
such regulated commuter tickets by

the maximum possible to reduce the 
burden on the taxpayer. 

The spokesman said fares are 
based on the Retail Price Index infla¬ 
tion indicator, currently at 4.5 per 
cent, plus three per cent. So fares will 
rise by an average of eight per cent 
across Southeastern’s franchise, but 
some by more and some by less. 

The company also said the 
majority of its off-peak saver fares 
will remain unchanged. 

But in Canterbury fares are rising 
by the government-specified inflation 
plus three per cent rise, with another 
five per cent on top. 

The Southeastern spokesman said: 
“Nobody likes to see prices rise, but it 
is the stated policy of the government 
to move more of the cost of travelling 
by train towards passengers and 
away from the general taxpayer. 

“There are only two sources of fund¬ 
ing for railway journeys: taxpayer 
subsidy and passengers’ fares. 

“The amount of taxpayer subsidy 
we receive from the government 
reduces year-on-year and to offset 
this we need to raise the fares to 
make up the difference and to min¬ 
imise the burden on taxpayers.”

WINTER is here and after last 
year’s disruption, Kent County 
Council has promised it is pre¬ 
pared. 

Last year’s snow chaos brought the country 
to a standstill, but this year the gritters are 
already out using the county’s stockpiled 
23,000 tonnes of salt. 

The county council, which is not responsi¬ 
ble for motorways and trunk roads such as 
the A2, has set aside a £2.4 million budget for 
dealing with snow and ice across the county. 

This year, consultations with district coun¬ 
cils over the summer mean salting priorities 
are tailored to the area. 

Carole Valentine, community delivery 
manager for winter services, said: “District 
councils have said they want to help. Kent 
Highways Services will provide them with 
salt and the district plans will vary, depend¬ 
ing on where the district has chosen to allo¬ 
cate resources. 

“The service is responsive. Salting lorries 
can be moved from some parts of the county 
to other hot spots in the event of an isolated 
area being hit hard by snowfall. 

“The service is time-sensitive. Salt laying 
instructions will be issued based on the day’s 
Met Office forecast.” 

In Canterbury, the Highways Agency will 
grit the A2, but Kent County Council will grit

A290, the A291 and other A and B roads. It 
only salts a third of roads, so checking the 
best driving route in advance is advisable.

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Teacher concealed his 
drink-drive conviction

A TEACHER has been found guilty 
of professional misconduct after he 
hid his alcohol problems from his 
employer. 

John Henry was an English teacher at the 
Community College Whitstable from 
September 2005 until June 2009, but had kept 
a drink-driving conviction from the college’s 
headteacher. 

He also had run-ins with the police while 
employed at the school after being caught 
drunk in public. 

A hearing at the General Teaching Council 
(GTC), the regulatory body for teachers, heard 
Mr Henry had racked up driving offences 
before he started teaching at the school, includ¬ 
ing drink-driving in 1996. 

And whilst teaching at the school in 2005 he 
drank-drove again, for which he was convicted 
in 2006. 

Mr Henry admitted being drunk in public 
2008, which police had on record, and being 
seen by a pupil whilst getting picked up by 
police when drunk in Heme Bay in 2007. 

He also had a conviction for being drunk and 
disorderly in 2009. 



General Teaching Council 
for England 


The college’s headmistress, Helena Sullivan- 
Tighe, said Mr Henry should have told her 
about his new drink-driving conviction. 

However, Mr Henry said there was no explic¬ 
it obligation for him to tell the college about his 
2006 conviction, and he considered it a private 
matter. 

He said he was an extremely competent 
teacher who conducted himself in an impecca¬ 
ble manner whilst teaching. He also said he 
was getting treatment for his alcoholism and 
his convictions were not relevant to his fitness 
to teach. 

The General Teaching Council committee 
claimed Mr Henry had a professional obligation 


to tell his headmistress about his conviction. 

Speaking to Mr Henry during the hearing 
Sarah Bowie, chair of the GTC committee, said: 
“This falls short of the standards of behaviour 
expected of a registered teacher and involves a 
breach of standards of propriety expected of the 
profession. 

“The nature of your conduct brings the repu¬ 
tation and standing of the profession into disre¬ 
pute. 

“We do not accept that these were private 
matters that had no relevance to your profes¬ 
sional standing and duties as a teacher. 

'Tour former headteacher raised no concerns 
about your ability as a classroom teacher.” 

Mr Henry was given a conditional registra¬ 
tion order, meaning that before he gets a new 
teaching job he must tell the GTC about his 
new employer. 

He must also give the GTC a letter from his 
GP, proving he is not drinking and is having 
alcohol treatment before he takes up a new 
position. 

And when teaching he must submit a GP’s 
report every three months, to show he is still in 
alcohol treatment and is not drinking. 

In future he must also tell his employers if he 
gets any more criminal convictions or cautions. 

There was nobody available to comment at 
the Community College Whitstable.

Minister to help improve NATO’s “mud¬ 
dled” command. 

Addressing David Cameron in parlia¬ 
ment, he said: “Does my right hon¬ 
ourable friend agree no amount of skill 
and courage by our troops at the sharp 
end can substitute for muddled com¬ 
mand and control structures especially 
at the military-political interface?” 

In reply, the Prime Minister said: 
“NATO in Afghanistan did initially suf¬ 
fer from having a slightly divided com¬ 
mand between an ISAF mission to 
secure Afghanistan and Operation 
Enduring Freedom to combat A1 Qaeda. 

“It has taken some time to have a more 
unified command.”

Can you explain what the Sustrans charity does? 


p i 



A We’re a leading UK charity enabling people 
to travel by foot, bike or public transport for 
more of the journeys we make every day. We 
work with families, communities, policy-mak¬ 
ers and partner organisations so that people 
are able to choose healthier, cleaner and 
cheaper journeys, with better places and 
spaces to move through and live in.

QHow did your own interest in cycling begin? 

A I have been on a bike as far back as I can 
remember -1 often think I was bom on two 
wheels. I cycled to school, to university and 
have always used a bike to travel to work. As 
a child it was my own means of transporta¬ 
tion, giving me independence. As an adult it is 
the cheapest and healthiest way to get around. 

ft When did you first become the Sustrans Bike It officer 
l^and what does the role involve? 

A I started in April 2008.1 work directly with 
schools, teachers, children and parents to 
encourage children to get to school under their 
own steam. I organise events, activities and 
classroom sessions to give children the skills and 
confidence to cycle to school. I work to achieve 
positive and long-lasting changes in school com¬ 


munities’ travel behaviour by supporting 
schools to make a case for cycling in their travel 
plans, supporting cycling champions and 
demonstrating that cycling is a popular choice 
amongst children and their parents/carers. A 
Sustrans Bike It officer also helps schools find 
funding and suppliers for cycle storage, ensures 
schools receive cycle training and works with 
the local community to find safe cycling routes. 

Q What would you say to a parent who might be con¬ 
cerned about their child cycling on the roads? 

A Is a road journey always necessary? There 
are many cycle paths out there. When road 
journeys are required parents can cycle with 
children until they are confident to cycle without 
adults. Make sure children are signed up for 
Bikeability Road training in Years 5 and 6. In 
Ashford this can be extended to parents too. And 
make sure bikes are roadworthy and lights and 
hi-viz clothing are used when required. 

Q How many schools in the area have signed up for the 
scheme? How do more get involved? 

A I have twenty four schools in total: seven¬ 
teen in Ashford and seven in Canterbury. 

Q What would you say are the major issues that prevent 
more people from cycling? 

A Really just a lack of desire or lack of habit. 

Once you’ve done it you realise how easy, fun 
and healthy it can be. People present many 
obstacles as excuses: the weather, lack of bike, 


roads being too dangerous, canying too much 
stuff, no safe place to lock a bike, arriving at 
work sweaty. All of these can be overcome with 
a minimum of expense and effort, especially if 
you’re linked to a Sustrans Bike It School where 
support and free training may be available. 


Q 


What do you think of electric assisted bikes? 


A If they get people on bikes, then great. The 
positive thing is you can pedal too. You usu¬ 
ally find that as people get more used to 
cycling they slip into electric mode less and 
less. But I appreciate for some people the 
motor helps them with the hills. It’s all bike 
travel, and that’s what counts 


Q 


What events do you have coming up? 


A There are a couple of Christmas competi¬ 
tions running at the moment. There is a vir¬ 
tual bike race to Lapland where eveiy ride to 
school by children, parents and staff counts as 
miles. There is also a national competition to 
design an illustrated Bike It resolution for the 
New Year. Both have bikes to be won as prizes. 

Q Did you have any childhood ambitions that were never 
fulfilled? 

A I still haven’t ridden John O’Groats to 
Lands End. I have no doubts that I can do 
the 800 miles -1 just have to find the time as 
I’m so busy in schools at the moment.

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Working together 
to benefit patients 


Following news that NHS primary care trusts 
will be abolished and groups of GPs will 
instead control local healthcare, Heme Bay 
GP Dr Simon Dunn gives his views on the 
continuing changes. This week he anticipates 
the forthcoming changes in the NHS with 
cautious optimism. 

I MUST admit to being a bit 
unnerved by all this talk of change. 
As a GP I don’t have much training 
in how to commission services — 
unless I missed that lecture at med¬ 
ical school! 

But having said that, I am very much looking 
forward to being able to decide on the services 
that are available for my patients. 

In fact, as some people will be aware, GPs 
have for some years already been involved in 
making decisions about changes in services for 
their patients. The local Primary Care Trust, 
NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent, has been keen 
for GPs to be part of this process and this has 
been going since well before the White Paper 



suggesting this came out. The worry about fur¬ 
ther change is very real, and might discourage 
some GPs from getting involved. 

Certainly, not all GPs are eager to take on the 
new responsibilities coming their way, but not 
all will need to be involved in management. As 
long as all opinions can be heard, some doctors 
can take on these roles with support from expe¬ 
rienced managers, while other GPs can retain 


their existing roles largely unchanged. 

But the fact that emphasis will be on GPs 
making decisions on behalf of patients is bound 
to have advantages - GPs know the needs of 
their patients and see the frustrations in the 
current system, and have ideas about how to 
solve them. 

Whether or not the new way of doing things 
will overcome the bureaucracy that many find 
an obstacle remains to be seen. Some of the red 
tape is there for good reason - for example to 
ensure healthcare is delivered fairly, and that 
there is accountability. 

Locally, GPs already work together much of 
the time, so working in the new way in future 
will be less of a problem than in areas where 
GPs don’t link up with others. We are also used 
to listening to our patients’ views, but the chal¬ 
lenge is to ensure people who don’t usually 
engage with the health service can have their 
voice heard too. 

On the whole though, I think GPs make good 
GPs, managers make good managers and both 
are passionate about making good decisions for 
patients. 

If we really work together, listen to patients 
and to other clinical colleagues, we will be able 
to design a system that meets the needs of our 
community.

charges won't 
be scrapped'

DARTFORD crossing toll charges 
will remain “for the foreseeable 
future” after the Government 
admitted it cannot do without the 
£17 million annual income they 
provide. 

Last month it was announced the cost of 
using the crossing may rise to £2.50 for car 
drivers by 2012, despite motorists being 
promised the levy would be scrapped once 
the cost of building the QEII Bridge had been 
met. 

But during a Commons debate on conges¬ 
tion at the crossing this week, transport min¬ 
ister Mike Penning said the removal of the 
tolls was not an option. 

He said: “We are in really difficult econom¬ 
ic times, and the £17m-a-year gross revenue 
the tolls take in is an important part of the 
money available for the infrastructure and 
transport network for the whole country.” 

But Mr Penning did reiterate the 
Government’s commitment to reduce conges¬ 
tion and pollution at the crossing by remov¬ 
ing the barriers and by looking into the pos¬ 
sible construction of a third Thames crossing. 

He said that most businesses would rather 
pay an extra 50p if it meant their drivers 


were no longer being caught up in huge tail¬ 
backs. 

“The toll booths are what is really holding 
up the traffic,” he added. “The delays are 
being caused by people trying to find change, 
not realising they have to pay, or losing their 
DART-Tag. 

“If we remove the toll booths altogether so 
people can drive across the bridge or through 
the tunnels, that delay will be removed. 

“The London congestion charge uses vehi¬ 
cle number plate recognition, and it works 
well. We intend to use that technology to 
remove the barriers at the north and south of 
the crossing.” 

Last Tuesday’s debate was secured by 
Dartford Tory MP Gareth Johnson, who said: 
“We have recently had an announcement 
that the price of the tolls should be increased. 
I cannot accept that extra levy on the 
motorist, who is feeling fairly beleaguered in 
this particular part of the country. 

“The congestion at the Dartford crossing 
has united Dartford against the current toll 
booths system. Local people despise the 
impact it has had on the area, as we have 
had nothing but misery, congestion and pol¬ 
lution as a result.” 

Meanwhile, the transport minister 
revealed during the debate that it was 
unlikely the DART-Tag residents’ discount 
scheme would be extended to areas outside of 
Dartford. 


Cutting back the competition 


SPORTS leaders have 
launched an attack on the 
Government for scrapping 
school sports funding as 
thousands of campaigners 
demand ministers rethink 
the move. 

Kent representatives from 
the Schools Sports 
Partnerships (SSP) ques¬ 
tioned what kind of message 
was being sent to the inter¬ 
national community ahead of 
the Olympics and World Cup 
2018 bid by cutting funding 
for the SSP programme. 

The globally-acclaimed proj¬ 
ect encourages competitive 
opportunities within schools 
and has seen the number of 
Kent students taking part in 
sport twice a week soar. 

But the national pro¬ 
gramme has become one of 
the many casualties of 
Government’s spending cuts, 
with plans to axe its entire 
£162 million funding. 

Thousands of students and 
staff at the county’s schools 
have thrown their weight 
behind a campaign to save 
the scheme by signing a peti¬ 
tion urging ministers to 
rethink proposals. 

It will be handed in to edu¬ 
cation secretary Michael 
Gove on Monday, December 6. 



HITTING BACK: Sports leaders slam 
the Government for sport funds cuts 


Kent has 15 SSPs, which 
encourage sport by introduc¬ 
ing new activities, offering 
competitive opportunities 
and creating links between 
communities and clubs. 

Peter La Rossignol, compe¬ 
tition manager for the Mid- 
Kent, Ashford, Sheppey and 
Sittingboume area, said peo¬ 
ple were shocked and sad¬ 
dened. 

“Government expects this 
country to do well at a high 
level across a range of differ¬ 
ent sports, but how can we 
with these cuts?” he said. 

“I can’t see how the countiy 
is expected to win the World 
Cup bid when competitive 
sport at grassroots level is cut. 

“The cuts will only mean 
more spent on the NHS in a 
few years time dealing with 
obesity and heart disease.” 


Mr La Rossignol said just 
recently 850 pupils from 38 
different schools ran in a 
cross-country event at Leeds 
Castle. 

“Schools can’t organise big 
events like that, they don’t 
have the time or money,” he 
said. 

A mass campaign has been 
launched by the Thanet SSP 
and thousands of people in 
the area have signed a peti¬ 
tion against the cuts. 

Junior sports leader Paul 
Ayers, from Hartsdown 
College in Margate, said: “The 
Government wants more 
young people to get involved 
with sports and as youth lead¬ 
ers we are working hard to 
achieve this - and then it 
changes the rules by saying it 
is going to cut such a fantastic 
scheme.” 

But sports minister Hugh 
Robertson, MP for Faversham 
and Mid-Kent, defended the 
Government’s decision, say¬ 
ing: “I understand that 
nobody wants to see any 
money cut from school sport. 
However, we have to deal 
with the national economic 
crisis that we have inherited 
which is costing the country 
£120 million in debt interest 
payments every day.” 


LECTURERS from the University of Kent 
voiced their support for the second wave of stu¬ 
dent protests held lasy week. 

Professor of urban studies Phil Hubbard and 
employment relations expert Dr Samantha 
Lynch were among 295 scholars who spoke out 
over planned tuition fee increases in a letter to 
the Guardian newspaper. 

It read: ‘We support the day of protest last 
Wednesday following the magnificent demon¬ 
stration by university and school students and 
by university staff on November 10. 

We are utterly opposed to the destruction of 
broad-based, critical education and its replace¬ 
ment by education for the market that is 
enshrined in the Browne report. 

We are defending not just our jobs but the 
values which brought us into higher educa¬ 


tion, reflecting the wider significance of educa¬ 
tion to society.” 

About 10,000 students took part in a series 
of marches and gatherings across the country 
on Wednesday, December 24 but violence 
flared for the second time in a fortnight. 

The young people are angry that from 2012 
universities will be able to charge tuition fees 
of up to £9,000 - almost three times more than 
the current cap. 

The letter continues: “The planned increase 
in fees means the effective removal of higher 
education for working people. The coalition has 
no mandate for its ideologically driven class 
rule - the anger of students is no surprise. 

We intend to fight them to defend social sci¬ 
ence, humanities and the arts, and to protect 
higher and further education for all.”

LABOUR leader Ed Miliband chose 
Gillingham as the place to convince the 
country he is the man who can build a 
party people will want to vote for again. 

I was surprised he chose Kent. No one could see the 
county as a Labour stronghold, but by the same token 
it’s counties like Kent where he will have to convince 
people he has something to offer. 

At the moment it really doesn’t matter what Labour 
says it would do on this, or what its policy is on that - 
the party isn’t in power, so why should anyone listen? 

Red, as he’s affectionately known, has other 
problems too. The mess inherited by Cameron and 
Clegg was bigger than anyone could have imagined. 

So, criticism by Ed and his shadow cabinet is easily 
overcome: Labour would have had to do the same or 
it’s Labour’s fault anyway. 

My gut feeling is the party is over-reacting to its 
General Election loss with its new-found taste for 
humble pie, admissions of how terrible and arrogant 
it became and beating itself up to win our love again. 

It’s pretty simple really. 

Firstly, people had had enough of Gordon Brown. 
Despite being the man who found a way through the 
banking crisis for world leaders, he was also 
responsible for getting Britain too deeply into the 
mess in the run up to it. Plus he wasn’t good on telly 
and seemed a bit of an angry bully off it. 


Secondly, people had had enough of Labour in 
power. It was time for change. 

Ed wants to chuck out everything and start with a 
clean sheet, which includes keeping the 50p tax rate 
for the wealthy; marching with students on Whitehall 
(unless he’s doing something else) and supporting 
middle income workers earning between £16,000 and 
£40,000. Or maybe £50,000, he’s not too sure yet. 

Instead of dumping New Labour ideals (socialism 
no, market economy yes), Ed might be able to avoid 
getting himself in such a mess by simply taking the 
best of what he already has. 

It is no use returning to the Punch and Judy politics 
of the Thatcher years. Labour is in Opposition. Ed 
says it will take two years to make his party electable, 
so get on with scrutinising what the Coalition does 
and highlighting its weaknesses. Better still, ensure 
your MPs represent constituents properly - which is 
their job, after all - that’s the way to get re-elected. 

Ed arrived in Gillingham on Saturday promising to 
listen. Five days before, he’d told MPs being in 
opposition was “crap”. I suspect they’ll get used to it 
soon enough though and it may not be so “crap” for us. 

His biggest personal worry is big brother David, 
still smarting from losing the leadership race. He has 
been thanking everyone who did support him. A cynic 
might suggest the underlying message is: ‘I hope I can 
count on you next time’. 

But most of us don’t need to listen to Ed until four 
years’ time... when the next General Election is due.

Why I've severed 
ties with theLGBT 

It is with considerable regret that I 
have decided that I have no 
alternative, but to sever my 
voluntary membership of, and 
therefore Pride in Canterbury’s 
involvement with, the LGBT 
Mental Health and Wellbeing 
Steering Group. 

It was brought to my attention, 
that within the NHS, it is felt that 
there is a conflict of interests 
between my involvement with the 
Steering Group and the publication 
of Pride in Canterbury’s website. 

This had been brought about by 
an article I put on the website 
recently, which was critical of the 
local group, “Whitstable Friends”. 

I contacted the Head of Equality 
and Diversity of the Trust and 
received a sympathetic and 
understanding reply, but the 
contents of that communication 
made clear that if I continued in 
the Group, I would feel constrained, 
whenever similar joint concerns 
were involved. 

I firmly believe that the aims of, 
and the work achieved by the NHS 
Steering Group, are of vital 
importance to those with mental 
health problems within Kent and I 
have no wish to jeopardise their 
future work. My confidence and 
self-esteem has increased during 
my time working with the group. 

I therefore wish to make it clear, 
that it was my suggestion that 
Whitstable Friends might benefit 
from contact with the Steering 
Group, which would enable them to 
gain more awareness of the needs 
and difficulties of those LGBTs who 
might benefit from their services. 

I made contact with the local 
group Chair, and also their Head 
Office, Attend. 

When I received what I 
considered to be an uncaring 
response from both of these 
contacts, I posted the critical article 
upon the Pride in Canterbury 
website, www.prideincanterbury.- 
org.uk without consulting anyone 
from the Steering Group, or indeed 
anyone from within the NHS. 

At Pride in Canterbury, we are 
becoming aware that the newly 
introduced Equality Law is far from 
perfect, and that the Golden Age, 
where there is no homophobia and 
no inequality, if that can ever be 
achieved, is decades away. It will 
certainly not happen in my lifetime, 
but we firmly believe in what we 
are trying to do. We have had some 
success and we will continue in our 
efforts. 

We are part of a wider struggle 
for LGBT equality and we cannot 
therefore be censored while 
working and fighting to promote 
our aims. Wherever unfairness and 
inequality exist we need to have the 
freedom to draw attention to it. 

Whitstable Friends say that they 
are inclusive, yet unlike other 
groups such as those with hearing 
problems, they are not willing to 
learn about the needs and problems 
of LGBT people when joining 
largely heterosexual social groups, 


residential homes and the like. 
These significant problems were 
highlighted in the recent BBC 
Radio 4 programme “Glad to be 
grey?”. Surely this indifference in a 
supposedly caring organisation 
highlights a discrimination that is 
very worrying. 

David Wood, the Chief Executive 
of Attend, proudly stated in part of 
an email to me, on the day that I 
was made aware of this problem: 

“In fact, I believe I quite clearly 
indicate that if you believe you 
have identified a pressing and 
urgent need, and have beneficiaries 
and supporters, that you create 
your own friends group, with a 
vision that meets that need. 

In my view, we cannot expect 
everyone to solve problems we 
perceive: if we are given the 
perception, it is also our 
responsibility at some level to be 
architects of the solution. 

“To reiterate what I have 
previously said, if you with (sic) to 
form an independent charity with a 
particular focus or client group, 
that has a health and social care 
root, then we would be pleased to 
support you in that, and welcome 
you into membership.” 

Lesbians and gays are often 
accused of having a ghetto 
mentality but this seems to be 
what Attend would prefer. If 
LGBTs need care and company, 
then they must keep away from the 
straights and care for themselves. 
Not very Christian that. 

David Wood’s comments also 
imply that anyone who refers a 


person to Whitstable Friends 
should actually form their own 
charity to help that person! 

Pride in Canterbury work on 
behalf of the LGBT community 
across a broad spectrum. We have 
neither the manpower, time, nor 
the energy to set up a charitable 
organisation, and they know this. 
Whitstable Friends provide a 
befriending service that could and 
should benefit elderly gays, if the 
Friends were prepared to learn 
about, and understand their 
different needs. When offered the 
opportunity to do this and 
empathise with these needs, by an 
NHS related Group, they clearly 
did not want to know. 

So if an older lesbian or gay, who 
has no contact with a gay scene, 
and no gay friends, contacts them, 
or is referred to them, the contact is 
unlikely to be a successful one. Is it 
impossible for Whitstable Friends 
to advertise for gay friendly 
beffienders? Don’t Whitstable 
Friends want to give the best 
possible service to everyone who 
contacts them? Apparently not. 

They may not have a legal 
responsibility to do so, but I would 
suggest that they have a moral one. 

The reaction we have received to 
our attempt to help elderly LGBTS 
casts considerable doubts over 
David Cameron’s plans for “The Big 
Society’. 

I wish the LGBT Mental Health 
and Wellbeing Steering group every 
success in its all its future vital 
initiatives on our behalf.

Our identities still 
need protecting 

ID cards are being scrapped and 
with them the National Identity 
Register and the ContactPoint 
Children’s database - a success for 
N02ID, and I would like to publicly 
thank all those who supported and 
helped with our campaign - not 
just in my own branch but across 
East and Mid-Kent. So, is it all 
over? No, even though we may no 
longer be out on the streets with 
our stalls, a bureaucratic obsession 
with ID and information sharing 
goes on, and so do we. Your 
finances, your travel by plane or 
car, who you call and email, soon 
your medical records... all are 
starting to be captured and made 
available for “mining”. 

A 2009 report looked at forty-six 
big government database projects. 

It found more than half damage 
personal privacy or create other 
risks. Only two of those have since 
been cancelled. We define The 
Database State as the trend to 
manage society by collecting data, 
mass surveillance, an authoritarian 
oversight of all aspects of our lives. 
N02ID continues to campaign 
against state identity management 
and the abuse of personal 
information, and for individual 
control of what is private. Our 
current campaigns concern a 
proposed centralised electoral 
register with local authority powers 
to cross-match data to track those 


who don’t register, medical 
confidentiality and the NHS Spine 
(not yet rolled out in Kent: but 
coming), tracking travellers 
through e-passports and e-Borders, 
abuse of DNA records, snooping on 
internet and telephone use, and 
police logging of all car journeys 
using ANPR cameras. 

Government needs some 
information to work, but they 
always take and use much more 
than they need. All squeeze facts 
out of you and force others to 
provide more. Just for the file. You 
may have to deal with them but 
you can’t say what they can do with 
that file. 

In a few years it has become 
“normal” to be asked to provide ID, 
proof of address or other details by 
people who don’t need them. More 
is officially gathered, cross-checked, 
passed-on - even to other 
countries. 

You should have the right to 
decide who knows what about you. 
‘We know where you live” is an old 
threat. The database state means 
state control of personal identity - 
with or without ID cards.

More respect for 
foreign truck drivers 

I found Roger Gale MP’s letter 
about foreign trucks using our 
roads very distasteful. 

Do British truckers run back from 
Europe with empty fuel tanks so 
they can purchase some of the 
costliest diesel in Europe? No they 
do not, so why should foreign 
vehicles feel obliged to do so? Only 
greedy successive British 
governments have maintained the 
high fuel taxation and put our own 
haulage industry at a commercial 
disadvantage. 

Charging foreign vehicles to use 
our roads, of course they would not 
reciprocate. Are British right-hand 
drive vehicles more accident prone 
abroad, if so what is he doing 
about this? Or does that not 
matter as there are no votes in it 
for him? 

Foreign vehicles may cause more 
accidents pro-rata than English 
vehicles, but could that be more 
down to British drivers not 
observing (foreign number plate, 
sign writing on truck etc) it is a 
non-British vehicle and being a bit 
more cautious. 

He also suggests that foreign 
drivers be detained until their case 
comes to court and insurance 
claims settled, that could take 
months or years. Would he suggest 
similar imprisonment for British 
drivers abroad? 

Perhaps it would be more helpful 
if Roger Gale MP would put some 
effort into providing more parking 
places with decent facilities, after 
all it is governments that have 
decided fixed driving/rest periods 
for drivers. 

They may not speak our 
language, but they are just normal 
people, with families just trying to 
do a job of work and should be 
treated with common decency as 
any person should be.

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Third court to deal 
with abuse cases 

A THIRD specialist domestic violence 
court could be opened to tackle the 
high number of abuse cases. 

The county already has two, based in 
Maidstone and Thanet, but the Kent 
Criminal Justice Board is working 
with other agencies with the aim of 
opening a third in Medway next year. 

Magistrates, prosecutors and legal 
advisors at these courts have all 
undergone specialist training in 
domestic abuse issues. 

Plans for a third facility are a result 
of the high number of prosecutions 
seen through the specialist courts. 

Justice 

Six months before the Maidstone 
court was opened in July, 2007, a total 
of 14 perpetrators were brought to 
justice - in any six month period now 
the figure is more than 150. 

The Thanet court, since opening in 
July, is seeing an average of 23 cases 
a month with a 43 per cent increase 
in the number of successful 
convictions - from 14 to 20. 

If a Medway court was to open it is 
estimated the specialist facilities 
would manage 1,100 cases a year. 

Deputy Chief Constable of Kent, 
Adrian Leppard, who chairs the Kent 
Criminal Justice Board, said: “Bring¬ 
ing more perpetrators to justice is one 
of our key targets and providing a 
safe, supportive and secure environ¬ 
ment for victims and witnesses is an 
essential element of this.” 

Victims can give evidence by video 
link or from behind a screen with 
support available before, throughout 
and after the legal process. 


Domestic abuse 
victims to get 
more protection 


THE staggering number of cases of 
domestic violence has led to the 
launch of a new strategy reaching 
out to victims of abuse. 

Since 2006, more than 20,000 incidents have 
been reported in Kent and Medway every year, 
with a staggering £317 million a year spent on 
dealing with the effects. 

The plan brings together various 
organisations in a bid to drive down the high 
number of cases and better protect victims. 

It was drawn up by the Kent and Medway 
Domestic Abuse Strategy Group, made up of 
representatives from police, criminal justice, 
local government agencies and support 
groups, to maximise resources and provide 
victims with efficient and effective services. 

At the heart of the new policy is a com¬ 
mitment from the various agencies to work to¬ 
gether more closely and integrate the work they 
do for victims. At the moment they each have 
their own teams working on domestic violence, 
leading to some doubling up of services.

Christine Missen, Crown Prosecution 
Services’ domestic violence co-ordinator for 
Kent, said agencies working together would 
mean help for a victim from the beginning to 
the end. 

“We need to make people much more aware 
of the support that is available,” she said. 

“We needed a new approach to this. Victims 
need help and advice at the start, during the 
prosecution process and after. 

“Through this we can offer support through 
every step of the way, such as refuge and 
protection.” 

Kent County Council’s head of community 
safety Stuart Beaumont, who chairs the 
Domestic Abuse Strategy Group, said the plan 
laid out a simple, but clear focus on the 
ambitions of organisations working to reduce 
domestic abuse and support victims, the 
majority of which are women. 

“The immediate challenge continues to be 
how to sustain, develop and improve those

services that are working within the domestic 
abuse field,” he said. 

“The long term aim is to reduce the number 
of people affected by domestic abuse across 
Kent and Medway.” 

Eight specialist domestic abuse units are 
used within Kent Police and more than 2,000 
officers and staff have received training in the 
use of a national risk identification checklist 
called DASH - Domestic Abuse, Stalking, 
Harassment and Honour Based Violence - to 
help identify a victim. 

Independent Domestic Violence Advisors 
(IDVA) are also used in Kent to act as a bridge 
between victims and the various agencies 
needed during a domestic violence case.

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Baby blood tests save lives

SCIENTISTS dedicated to tack¬ 
ling killer diseases from the first 
days of a baby’s life have stepped 
out from behind the microscope. 

Every year tens of thousands of newborn 
babies in Kent are tested for illnesses such as 
cystic fibrosis and sickle cell disorders, with 
experts at GSTS Pathology’s ‘newborn 
bloodspot screening’ team to thank for 
recognising the early symptoms and ensuring 
the necessary treatment is available. 

The scientists in question have now met 
with mothers whose minds would have been 
put at rest by their sterling work. 

“We screen about 60,000 babies a year in 
Kent, Sussex and south-east London,” said 
director of newborn screening Fiona 
Carragher, whose team is based at St Thomas’ 
Hospital in Westminster. 

“Pathology can be thought of as quite a back¬ 
room service so we wanted to show people 
what science is doing to help the community. 

‘We are quite a big population in the NHS 
but we tend to be in the lab a lot so people 
don’t see us out in the wards. But we play a 
vital part in healthcare. I’ve had children in 
the last couple of years and it’s reassuring to 
know a small amount of blood can make a 
massive difference to your child.” 

Parents of every UK baby are offered a blood 
screening test within about five days of their 
child being bom, with the current take-up rate 
standing at more than 99 per cent. 

The GSTS unit is one of 13 in the country 
and the samples sent there are analysed for 


five different conditions - cystic fibrosis, sickle 
cell disorders, phenylkentonuria (PKU), 
congenital hyperthyroidism (CHT) and 
medium chain acyl coenzyme A dehydro¬ 
genase deficiency (MCADD). 

In the past year, 175 samples tested positive 
for at least one of the illnesses, equating to one 
in 333 babies receiving potentially life-saving 
treatment as a result. 

“If we hadn’t screened them then they would 
have ended up being very sick,” said Ms 


Carragher. “Many people are unaware of what 
newborn bloodspot screening is until they 
have their baby, and even then sometimes 
don’t fully understand why it’s being done. 

“The important thing to know is that if the 
five conditions we test for are not detected in 
the child’s first month or so, quality of life 
severely diminishes. Early detection of a con¬ 
dition means it can be effectively managed.” 

Bloodspot screening was first offered in 
parts of the UK in the 1960s and was expanded 


in the 1980s to cover every baby in the country. 

Originally the Kent samples were tested for 
different diseases at separate hospitals in 
London, but since February last year the 
service has operated under one roof at 
St Thomas’. 

“We wanted everything to be as seamless as 
possible,” said Ms Carragher. “Parents used to 
receive three different reports from us so one 
of the first things we did was to bring all the 
test results together into one report.”

Hiding to nothing 
with sniffer dog 

A DOG sniffed out stowaways attempt¬ 
ing to cross the Channel and enter the 
UK through the Port of Dover. 

Four would-be illegal immigrants were 
discovered on November 13 by UK 
Border Agency officials in Calais after 
they were alerted by their sniffer dog. 

A search of the Turkey-registered lorry 
found four Eritreans, two men and two 
women, hiding in the trailer. 

The following day, officers in Coquelles 
searched a Polish lorry bound for Dover 
after discovering it was not secured 
properly. Inside they found four 
Vietnamese and three Iranians. 

Carole Upshall, the UK Border 
Agency’s director for European opera¬ 
tions, said: “Finds such as this highlight 
the determination and expertise 
required to stay one step ahead of illegal 
immigration. 

“In 2009, we stopped more than 29,000 
individual attempts to cross the English 
Channel illegally and searched in excess 
of a million vehicles.” 

Late-night assault 

A MAN required hospital treatment for 
facial injuries after he was attacked with a 
bottle outside a bar in Bench Street, Dover. 

The assault took place just after mid¬ 
night on Sunday, November 7, in the 
smoking area at Funky Monkey. 

The 27-year-old victim suffered a cut lip 
and swelling to his jaw and cheek and 
needed stitches.

FINANCE chiefs at County Hall 
have revealed public services will 
come under even more pressure with 
an additional £25 million needed in 
savings over the next two years. 

The authority had initially forecast a £136m 
budget shortfall for 2011-13, but now predic¬ 
tions of Government grant reductions com¬ 
bined with additional spending pressures has 
pushed the figure up to more than £16lm. 

The amount forms part of the £340m savings 
needed at Kent County Council over the next 
four years. It is likely to mean residents are 
asked to pay for some services they previously 
received for free. 

Shortfall 

Authority bosses had not expected such a 
large shortfall in the first two years after coun¬ 
cils nationwide had been told to expect 
Government grant cuts of seven per cent every 
year for the next four years. 

KCC cabinet member for finance Cllr John 
Simmonds said the higher percentages came as 
a shock after lower predictions were announced 
at a KCC meeting in October. 

“What took us by surprise was we were 
expecting a grant reduction of 7.25 per cent in 
the first year, but it is just over 10.1 per cent for 
2011-12,” he said. 

“For 2012-13 it is 8.6 per cent; in the third 
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year 3.3 per cent; and then 7.9 per cent. 

“It puts pressure on us because around 18 per 
cent is going to come out in the first two years. 
It’s accelerated the savings we were going to 
make over the four years.” 

Cllr Simmonds admitted it was going to be 
difficult to take money out of the existing budg¬ 
et: ‘We’ve already had £15.5m knocked out this 
year. We’ve got some considerable pressures,” 
he said. 

A report setting out the council’s overall 
financial challenge was discussed by cabinet 
members on Monday, two weeks before the 
Government announces exactly how much 
KCC will get in grants. The report looks at 
“unavoidable” budget pressures and outlines 
expected reductions. Cllr Simmonds said the 
council had looked at every one of the hundreds 
of services it provides, how they are delivered, 
and what customers expect. 

He said residents could have to start paying 
for some services that were previously paid for 
by the council - but it was too early to say 
which services would be hit. 

“We need to look at things that people value 
and what things we can cut back on,” he said. 

“The reorganisation of the authority and how 
we carry out business will also help produce an 
economy. Levels of staffing are already being 
reduced by us not filling jobs or vacancies.” 


He stressed that children’s social services, 
elderly provision and adult social services were 
a key priority for the council. KCC is currently 
considering whether to close a number of coun¬ 
cil-run care homes for elderly people. 

“The number of referrals after the Baby P 
case have gone up because people are taking no 
chances, which puts KCC under tremendous 
pressure,” Cllr Simmonds said. 

We’ve also got a rapidly growing adult popu¬ 
lation. One of the most expensive things we do 
is elderly assessments to see if they qualify for 
support and how much they get. 

Painful 

“This is done by the Department for Work 
and Pensions, but they won’t disclose the infor¬ 
mation to us, so we also have to do the assess¬ 
ments. If we could work together we could save 
money here.” 

Cllr Simmonds said district and borough 
councils would find the grant reductions 
“extremely painful” and admitted KCC was 
luckier due to its large size. 

“If we can weather the next few years hope¬ 
fully then we’ll have smoother waters,” he said. 
“Locally people are aware of the changes. 
Communities can help by looking at some of 
the things we do and help provide this on 
smaller level. We have considerable voluntary 
input in Kent.”

CANTERBURY GHOST TOURS 

Ongoing 

Start from Alberrys Wine Bar, 

St Margaret's Street, Canterbury 
A BRUSH with the paranormal 
when he was young sparked John 
Hippisley’s interest in ghosts, and 
it has continued into later life. 

John leads the ghost walks which take place 
through the streets of Canterbury all year 
round. 

The walks have fed John’s interest over the 
years, but for him, the fascination started 
many years ago. He takes up the story. 

“One night, when I was away at school in 
Goudhurst, my best friend Miles and I decided 
we would run away to Florida, as 13-year-old 
boys do, and I went to meet him at the bike 
sheds in the night but he never turned up. 

“I waited until midnight and gave up and 
went up to bed. Then in the middle of the 
night, at about 4.30am, I was woken up by 
Miles, shaking me and telling me to get a 


move on and to get up and come with him. 

“I was fed up with it all by that time, and told 
him to go away, that we were supposed to 
leave at 9.30pm, not now, but he kept saying 
“we gotta go, we gotta go”. I told him to go and 
send me a postcard and went back to sleep. 

“Anyway, I just presumed he’d gone, and did¬ 
n’t think much of it until the next day when 
the police arrived at the school, and told us a 
boy had been killed after being hit by a truck. 

“It turned out to be Miles, of course, and it 
had taken place on the A28 at 4.30am, when I 
was talking to him. He had actually left as 
planned on his own, without me and been 
killed. He had walked for miles and miles. 

“I’m convinced it wasn’t a dream, and when 
I met his father at the funeral he had had the 
same kind of experience. He’d also been woken 
up by Miles in the night, and by the time he’d 
gone out to follow him he’d vanished, and 
there was no sign of him. 

“As well as me, other boys in our dormitory 
saw him and heard him that night. I believe it 
was what is known as a doppelganger, a crisis 
apparition that many people see. It is almost 
as if the deceased is given a short period to 


visit their friends and loved ones before they 
are gone forever.” 

John says Canterbury has a rich history of 
ghostly goings-on to tell people about, and he 
has even written a book on the subject, enti¬ 
tled Haunted Canterbury. 

The tours are full of those spooky tales 
mixed in with the city’s rich history, and take 
about 90 minutes to complete. 

All manner of spooky tales trip from John’s 
tongue as he wander the streets with his 
lantern, top hat and cape during the tours, 
that will send a shiver down your spine. 

For a time, John ran them to raise money for 
the Friends of the Marlowe Theatre, and man¬ 
aged to raise £1,000 for the cause. 

They begin at Alberry’s wine bar and cost £9 
for adults, £8 concessions and £7 for children. 

Deals for groups and tours that include a 
meal at a restaurant are also available. 

John said: “At this time of year, when the 
nights are cold and dark, people’s thoughts 
always turn more towards this sort of thing, so 
if you are interested then do come along.”

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Nowhere to run as past comes 
gunning for assassin Clooney

BASED on the Martin Booth novel 
AVery Private Gentleman, director 
Anton Corbijn’s follow-up to the 
award-winning Ian Curtis biopic 
Control is a meticulously crafted 
portrait of a man of violence trying 
to escape his grim fate. 

Predictably, the antihero can only outrun the 
past for so long before it catches up with him 
and demands bloodthirsty redemption. 

George Clooney is on screen for almost every 
frame in the title role, his face etched with 
weariness as an assassin who has grown tired 
of always looking over his shoulder. 

Without the star power of its leading man, 
The American would struggle to find an audi¬ 
ence outside the arthouse circuit. 

It’s an unremittingly bleak and slow-burn¬ 
ing study of solitude, epitomised by a remark¬ 
able and protracted sequence in which the tit¬ 
ular character drives towards the white light 
at the end of a long tunnel. 

Corbijn refuses to cut away from inside the 
car as the white light expands, illuminating 
the driver until the entire screen is filled with 
blinding white. 

Following a bungled assassination attempt 
in Sweden, hitman Jack (George Clooney) 
decides to abandon the killing game once and 
for all. He phones handler Pavel (Johan 
Leysen), who suggests that Jack should lay 
low in the Italian town of Castelvecchio. 

“Don’t talk to anyone and, above all, don’t 
make any friends. You used to know that,” 
scolds Pavel. 

The hit man drives to the remote communi¬ 
ty and on the spur of the moment disobeys 
orders and sets up camp in nearby Castel Del 
Monte. 

By day, Jack keeps himself busy by con¬ 
structing a custom-made weapon for mysteri¬ 
ous client Mathilde (Thekla Reuten). 


By night, he enjoys the carnal delights of 
local prostitute, Clara (Violante Placido). As 
Jack’s paranoia takes hold, he seeks counsel 
from local holy man, Father Benedetto (Paolo 
Bonacelli). “A man can be rich if he has God in 
his heart,” contends the priest. 

“I don’t think God is interested in me, 
Father,” mocks Jack, fearing he is well past the 
point of no return. 

The American is an engrossing character 


study, enlivened by explosions of violence 
including a night-time car chase that is as 
close as the film strays to an action set-piece. 

Corbijn makes excellent use of the stunning 
European locations and keeps himself, and us, 
amused with interesting shots. 

Thus, the throwaway image of a train arriv¬ 
ing at a platform in Rome is captured as a 
reflection in one of the station display boards. 

In the absence of bright colours in the film’s 


palette, Clooney sparks a dazzling screen 
chemistry, in very different ways, with Placido 
and Bonacelli, the latter wearing his dog collar 
with conviction. 

‘You are American. You think you can escape 
history,” laments Father Benedetto. 

As Jack discovers, there is no escape.

YOUR TV REVIEW GARROW'S LAW: Sunday, 9pm, BBC1 


IF you have been missing your 
weekly Sunday evening hit of high 
period drama after the conclusion of 
ITV’s hit show Downton Abbey, you 
can now breathe easy. 

The good old BBC has dutifully 
replaced Downton, in exactly the 
same 9pm pre-work stress busting 
slot, with another hour long ode to 
times past. But unlike ITV’s genial 
offering, which peddles history as 
a side order to drama, frocks and 
countiy piles, Garrow’s Law tells 
the stoiy of seminal events in the 
criminal justice system. 

It follows the life of William 
Garrow (Andrew Buchan), a dashing 
young barrister kicking up a storm in 
the Old Bailey with his progressive 
views about justice and equality. 

It seems Garrow, who later went on 
to be a judge and solicitor general for 
England and Wales, was the man

who coined the phrase “innocent 
until proven guilty”, used as a 
mantra in legal trials to this day. 

He also championed the adversarial 
system of justice still practised 
in courts today, where both the 
prosecution and the defence have 
their say in court. 

As one would expect, Garrow’s Law 
includes its fair share of court scenes 
with judges and barristers in full fig, 
as well as gasps and shouts from the 
public galleiy rendered unlikely by 
their frequency and volume. 

And they are great cases too - ones 
with shocking messages about the 
way justice was conducted and what 
used to be illegal. 

In one case the captain of a slave 
ship is standing trial for insurance 


fraud because he threw 50 of his 
slaves overboard on false pretences, 
but the act is not treated as murder. 

But court does not dominate the 
programme. There is a love interest 
in the form of the delicious Lady 
Sarah (Lyndsey Marshal), pretty 
frocks, big houses and several other 
stoiy lines to keep the interest going. 

Sadly, Garrow’s Law does not glide 
through the period as effortlessly as 
Downton did. The budget is clearly 
lower, the cast not as stellar and 
some of the sets come off a bit more 
Blackadder than Bronte. And as this 
is now the second series of Garrow’s 
Law, a lot of back stoiy is assumed in 
terms of the relationship between 
Garrow and Lady Sarah, which adds 
a mite of confusion. 

But all in all, it is a fair 
replacement to Downton and far 
more educational to boot.

FALLING snow, a parade 
of princesses and a lollipop 
the size of a dinner plate - 
my three-year-old thought 
her Christmas had come 
early at Disneyland Paris, 
and perhaps it had. 

The giant resort stretches out the 
festive period from the first weekend 
in November to January, with a 
spectacular show of glitz, glamour 
and razzmatazz, enough to warm 
the heart of this old Scrooge. 

It’s impossible not to get carried 
away with the fun when you see it 
through the eyes of a mesmerised 
daughter, who could not stop beam¬ 
ing after meeting Mickey Mouse and 
Disney’s newest heroine Rapunzel, 
whose movie is not even out yet. 

Rosie and I travelled to 
Disneyland Paris for a weekend 
break from St Pancras 
International. Soon we were at 
Marne la Vallee station, practically 
on the doorstep of the two theme 
parks and retail village. 

Our Hotel New York was a couple 
of minutes’ walk away, and we swift¬ 
ly checked in next to the huge 
Christmas tree in the lobby. 

But that tree was dwarfed by the 
24-metre tall, 24-tonne pine that 
Disney unveiled at the start of its 
Christmas celebrations. 

The tree, in the square of Main 
Street USA, boasts almost 500 
bulbs, and the star at the top is lit 
every night in a charming ceremony. 

Disney doesn’t really do darkness, 
as more than a million lights illumi¬ 
nate the Town Square, Main Street 
and Sleeping Beauty’s Castle over 
Christmas. 

Main Street is the venue for the 
Dreams of Christmas Parade, when 
all your favourite cartoon heroes 
pass before your eyes on floats, in an 
all-singing, all-dancing spectacular. 


It proved to be a highlight for my 
little one, and for hundreds if not 
thousands of others who lined the 
parade route to get a good view. 

When the float carrying all the 
princesses, including her all-time 
favourites Jasmine (from Aladdin) 
and Ariel (from the Little Mermaid), 
arrived, Rosie’s eyes were on stalks. 

For Christmas, Santa has been 
invited to set up his workshop, and 
children drop off letters for him. 

There was so much going on, it 
would be easy to miss something 
great. Luckily, Rosie was too small 
for some of the more scary rides, as 
we could never have crammed 
everything in. 

When we weren’t star-spotting - 
tennis ace Rafa Nadal was visiting 
when we were there - Rosie and I 
tackled as many rides as we could. 

Her undoubted favourite was a 
gentle boat ride called It’s A Small 


World, which takes the visitor on a 
five-minute trip round the globe, 
populated with dancing dolls. 

Over in the neighbouring Walt 
Disney Studios Park, Rosie loved the 
recent Slinky Dog Zigzag ride, for 
novice rollercoaster riders, and the 
Aladdin-themed Flying Carpets 
Over Agrabah, where you can make 
your carpet rise and fall as it spins. 

Some rides get very busy, but qui¬ 
eten in the final hour of opening, as 
visitors with younger children leave 
early. Disney also uses a Thor 
Fastpass system which allows you to 
‘pre-book’ a place on popular rides. 

Disneyland Paris staff use both 
French and English and even the 
shows are bilingual. 

As Santa waved us off, my daugh¬ 
ter did not bat an eyelid when he 
wished us both a “Goodnight” and a 
“Bonne soiree”.

THE all-new S60 was hyped as the 
Volvo to finally challenge the ubiq¬ 
uitous BMW 3-Series in the junior 
executive car race. 

But it was never going to be quite like that, 
since the Swedish brand has retained the 
front-driven layout of the previous car, while 
the German star stands by the rear-wheel 
drive that has made its fortune. 

But this second generation S60 does offer 
excellent reasons to weigh its virtues against 
those of the BMW when company car choosers 
- likely to account for most sales - start their 
next bout of head-scratching. 

For it appears more compact than the previ¬ 
ous generation S60 and follows the vogue for 
four-door coupe styling, while truly delivering 
in the handling department. 

The ride feels pliant and copes well with 
rural roads still scarred by last winter and yet 
the S60 (from £23,295) feels remarkably taut 
on the bends, while the steering is well- 
weighted and delivers excellent feedback. 
Some will still prefer the BMW’s balance and 
even tauter ride, but they risk being selfish.

The Volvo is a driver’s car, too, but a nicer car 
for passengers. And this also applies to cabin 
ambiance, which is first class. 

Refinement is generally good at all speeds 
and particularly on motorways, though Volvo’s 
five-cylinder diesel sounded raucous under 
pressure in our high-spec SE Lux review car. 

Nevertheless, the popular D5 is well-matched 
to the new S60 with the 202bhp output deliver¬ 
ing loads of low-down power for both press-on 
and lazy motoring situations and helped by a 
light and well-spaced six-speed gearbox allow¬ 
ing an average mpg of well over 50. 

Even the all-new five-cylinder 163bhp 2.0- 
litre D3 engine has to work hard to better that. 

The new S60 may be specified with a ground¬ 
breaking pedestrian detection package, which 
can stop a collision with a pedestrian up to 
21mph, and dramatically reduce speed above 
that, with potentially life-saving consequences, 
but will people really cough up an extra £1,350 
for such a selfless feature? 

Standard S60 kit is generous and includes 
electronic climate and cruise controls, colour 
screen for the ‘infotainment’ system, steering 
wheel audio controls, alloys and leather-clad 
wheel and gearshift.

Estate agents welcome 
new licensing scheme 

A NEW licensing scheme for estate 
agents is to be launched, which experts 
say will lead to a rise in standards in the 
business 

According to the National Association 
of Estate Agents (NAEA), most estate 
agents are reputable, but anyone can 
start up as an estate agent in the UK 
without qualifications or formal checks. 

The new scheme was described by 
housing minister, Grant Shapps, as a 
symbolic moment, while the NAEA said 
it hopes the scheme will represent hon¬ 
esty for agents. 

The launch of the scheme means an 
estate agent will need to have the neces¬ 
sary level of professional indemnity 
insurance, be bound by the NAEA 
agents’ rules of conduct and commit to 
undertaking 12 hours of training on the 
latest developments every year. 

Those who are found to be breaking 
the rules could end up at a tribunal, or 
thrown out of the scheme. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of 
the NAEA, said: “From today, estate 
agency in the UK is a two-tiered indus¬ 
try - those agents who are licensed and 
those who are not. 

“I think the public will welcome the 
distinction, and I believe that this move 
will raise standards across the industry.” 

Elderly forced to sell up 
to pay for care homes 

SOME 20,000 pensioners across the UK 
are being forced to sell their homes to 
pay for residential care every year. 

According to a recent survey, the num¬ 
ber of elderly property owners having to 
sell up so they can go into a care home 
stands at almost 60 per day; a third of 
those funding their own care end up 
without a house. This is an increase of 17 
per cent since 2005. 

The recent cuts to local authority 
budgets mean that this situation is 
unlikely to improve. Furthermore, 
FirstStop Advice states that care home 
fees have risen by more than 20 per cent 
over the past five years - making the 
current average £25,896. 

Those who don’t have savings or prop¬ 
erty to sell get their care paid for by the 
state. 

This has sparked anger among many, 
who argue that the system is unfair and 
makes lifelong saving pointless, as well 
as meaning that families won’t receive 
any inheritance.

INTEREST rates on mortgages 
are set to increase, and cheap 
mortgages are unlikely to stick 
around for long, according to the 
consultancy Ducalian. 

Research by Sainsbury’s Home Insurance 
revealed that the cost of running a home had 
fallen by almost 14 per cent in the past two 
years, and now stands at around £8,059 a year. 

Timothy Lambert, head of consulting at 
Ducalian, said that most people would be 
rather surprised by the figures. 

However, he said: “Lots of local authorities 
have frozen council tax and some boroughs 
such as Hammersmith & Fulham have actual¬ 
ly lowered them, year on year.” 

Mr Lambert went on to say that the main 
reason was that mortgages were currently 
chea for many, which “vastly sways” the statis¬ 
tics. 

“But rates will rise over the course of the 
next few years as interest rates rise and 
cheaper products that run for a fixed period 
come to an end,” he warned. 

The annual cost of running a home, estimat¬ 
ed by Sainsbury’s Home Insurance, equates to 
£155 a week, or £22.08 a day, per household. 

In 2008, household expenses were found to 
be almost £1,300 higher, at £9,324 a year. 

Meanwhile the market continues to be 
uncertain. 

Housebuilder Taylor Wimpey said it had 
experienced a homebuyer slowdown, as a 
result of the Government’s spending cuts, 
which it claims has deterred potential buyers. 

Its comments echo those of Persimmon, who 
said there was little evidence of the tradition¬ 
al autumn period, which usually sees families 
flock to new housing developments as the 
school summer holidays end.

Division One a step too far at 
this stage, says Kent gloveman 


GERAINT Jones has hinted that 
Kent’s focus might not be entirely on 
promotion back to Division One of 
the County Championship next year. 

Kent were relegated on the final day of the 
season, despite victory against Yorkshire at 
Headingley, in a campaign that was blighted by 
injury and then unrest in the dressing room as 
a result of the club’s financial concerns. 

Fears the county were going to sell off their 
best players were quickly played down and the 
club are now cautiously optimistic of adding a 
player or two before the start of next season. 
Skipper Rob Key will still be operating with a 
small squad with the emphasis on developing 
the county’s young talent, and it’s for that rea¬ 
son that Jones, the Kent wicketkeeper, believes 
a season of consolidation in Division Two might 
not be such a bad thing. 

“I think the plan is always to win the compe¬ 
tition you are in and that means going straight 
up to Division One, but it depends a bit on 
injuries and we do have a reduced squad,” he 
said. “I don’t think it’s a bad thing if we have

more than one season in Division Two to help 
those younger players who have been given a 
chance. I think it showed last year we were not 
strong enough to compete in Division One reg¬ 
ularly enough. If we can have a year or two 
developing youngsters and then make a big 
push, that should be an option. 

“There were a few outside issues that affect¬ 
ed us perhaps more than we realised, but the 
good thing is that’s behind us now and the 
development is well under way so the future 
looks a lot brighter.” 

The 34-year-old watched on as his team¬ 
mates expressed their concern at the departure 
of Amjad Khan towards the end of the season, 
but the 2005 Ashes winner signalled his intent 
to stay and fight, right from the outset. 

“If anything it made me want to stay with 
Kent more,” he said. “I want to stay and help 


these youngsters and bring them on because 
Kent will be going long beyond my career. I was 
pretty disappointed to hear that people were 
willing to jump ship and leave, if anything it 
made we want to stay and help fight things and 
bring the club on. 

“I’m happy the guys have now realised we are 
in better shape and are deciding to stay.” 

Jones says he understands why some players 
looked at options potentially away from St 
Lawrence, but expressed his delight that one of 
those, Darren Stevens, chose to sign a contract 
extension last week. 

“There were quite a few guys looking at their 
options and justifiably so because there was 
talk of the financial state the club was in,” 
Jones said. 

“Those guys have careers ahead of them and 
want to win trophies and realistically the funds 
that were going to be available to us would 
mean we were struggling. Hopefully things are 
a bit better now and has caused guys like Stevo 
to sign extensions and they are the ones we 
want to keep. If we lost them, we would just 
become the whipping boys.”
